Hundreds are forced to close 
as flu cases multiply rapidly 

CHICAGO I The number of students stay- 
ing home sick with the flu is multiplying 
nationwide, and normally quiet school 
nurses’ offices suddenly look like big- city 
emergency rooms, packed with students 
too ill to finish the day. 

The federal government has urged 
schools to close because of the swine flu 
only as a last resort. But schools are clos- 
ing by the dozens as officials say they are 
being hit so hard and so fast by the HlNl 
virus that they believe shutting down for a 
few days is the only feasible option. 

“There was nothing else we could do,” 
said Michael Frechette, the superinten- 
dent of Connecticut’s Middletown Pub- 
lic Schools, where a middle school closed 
for the rest of the week after 120 students 
stayed home sick Monday and another 25 
were sent home by noon. 

At least 351 schools were closed last 
week alone — affecting 126,000 students 
in 19 states, according to the U.S. Educa- 
tion Department. So far this school year, 
about 600 schools have temporarily shut

WASHINGTON I A Colorado com- 
pany said it created 4,231 jobs 
with the help of President Obama’s 
economic recovery plan. The real 
number: fewer than 1,000. 

A child care center in Florida 
said it saved 129 jobs with the 
help of stimulus money. Instead, 
it gave pay raises to its existing 
employees. 

Elsewhere in the U.S., some 
jobs credited to the stimulus pro- 
gram were counted two, three, four 
or even more times. 

The government has overstated 
by thousands the number of jobs it 
has created or saved with federal 
contracts under the president’s 
$787 billion recovery program, 
according to an Associated Press 
review of data released in the pro- 
gram’s first progress report. 

The discrepancy raises ques- 
tions about the reliability of a 
key benchmark the administra- 
tion uses to gauge the success of 
the stimulus. The errors could be 


magnified Friday when a much 
larger round of reports is released. 
It is expected to show hundreds of 
thousands of jobs repairing public 
housing, building schools, repav- 


ing highways and keeping teach- 
ers on local payrolls. 

The White House seized on an 
initial report from a government 
oversight board weeks ago that 


claimed federal contracts awarded 
to businesses under the recovery 
plan already had helped pay for 
more than 30,000 jobs. 


There’s no evidence 
the White House 
sought to inflate the 
job numbers. 


But the 30,000 figure is over- 
stated by thousands — at the very 
least by nearly 5,000, or one in six, 
based on The AP’s limited review 
— because some federal agencies 
and recipients of the money pro- 
vided incorrect job counts. 

The White House says it is 
aware there are problems. Ed 
DeSeve, an Obama adviser helping 
to oversee the stimulus program, 
said agencies have been working 
with businesses that received the 
money to correct mistakes. 

There’s no evidence the White 
House sought to inflate job num- 
bers in the report, though the 
administration embraced the 
flawed figures the moment they 
were released, (ap)

In a sign of the times, 
many retailers begin 
to accept food stamps 

PORTLAND, ORE. I With many fam- 
ilies suddenly struggling to feed 
themselves, the big warehouse 
clubs known for king-size pack- 
ages of steak and jumbo boxes of 
Cheerios are increasingly com- 
peting with grocery stores for the 
36 million Americans now on 
food stamps. 

Costco Wholesale Corp. said 
Wednesday that it would start 
accepting food stamps at its ware- 
house clubs nationwide. That is a 
big about-face for a chain that has

catered to the bargain-hunting 
affluent with its gourmet foods, 
and a reflection of the fact food- 
stamp use has hit new highs. 


Costco joins warehouse-club 
competitor BJ’s Wholesale Corp., 
which started taking food stamps 
last April, and Sam’s Club, which 
began accepting them in fall 
2008. 

Up until recently, some whole- 
sale clubs were skeptical poor 
people would be willing to pay 
the $50-a-year membership fee or 
would be interested in buying food 
in the bulk quantities for which 
the stores are famous. 

But now, in this economy, stores 
are battling for every dollar and 
see a big potential market. The 
rolls of food-stamp recipients have 
grown by 10 million over the past 
two years, (ap)

Engineers to review 
Calif, structure after 
pieces fall on roadway 

SAN FRANCISCO I The Federal 
Highway Administration sent 
engineers Wednesday to investi- 
gate what caused repairs to fail on 
the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge and drop 5,000 pounds of 
metal into rush-hour traffic. 

The agency said it had not 
inspected the Labor Day weekend 
repairs made to the heavily used 
span. Engineers from the feder- 
al agency will assist the state in 
determining why the fixes failed 
Tuesday, injuring one person and 
damaging three cars. 

High winds were hampering 
efforts to make repairs and reopen 
the bridge that carries about 
280,000 cars each day. 

Construction crews working 
through the night fought winds 


that gusted to 35 mph as they 
brought in heavy machinery to 
try to move the metal and make 
repairs. 

“We have several thousand 
pounds of steel we have to place 
hundreds of feet off the deck, so 
worker safety is a concern,” said 
Bart Ney, a spokesman for the state 
Transportation Department 

There was a chance the bridge 
could reopen Thursday, Ney said, 
noting wind was a contributing 
factor in the failure of the rods. 

Traffic was jammed on other 
San Francisco-area highways, as 
commuters looked for alternatives 
to the bridge. 

The pieces that broke were part 
of major repairs done last month 
after crews discovered a cracked 
link during an earthquake safe- 
ty upgrade. The rods that broke 
were holding a saddle-like cap 
that had been installed over the 
cracked link, (ap)

Suspected militants 
attack city in NW as 
Clinton visits capital 

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN I Suspected 
militants exploded a car bomb in a 
market crowded with women and 
children Wednesday, killing 100 
people and turning shops selling 
dresses, toys and jewelry into a mass 
of burning debris and bodies. 

The attack in the northwestern 
city of Peshawar was Pakistan’s 
deadliest since 2007 and came 
as Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton visited the country to 
offer support for its fight against a

strengthening al- Qaeda and Tal- 
iban-led insurgency based along 
the Afghan border. 


Clinton was in the capital meet- 
ing Pakistani government leaders 
when the bomb went off in Pesha- 
war. Her trip was not announced 
in advance in Pakistan. 

The bomb was directed square- 
ly at civilians, unlike many pre- 
vious blasts that have targeted 
security forces or government or 
Western interests. While no one 
claimed responsibility, the bomb 
appeared aimed at undercutting 
public and political support for an 
ongoing army offensive against 
militants close to the frontier and 
showing that the government was 
unable to keep its people safe. 

The shaky, U.S.-backed govern- 


ment said the blast — the latest in a 
series this month — had strength- 
ened its resolve to press ahead with 
the assault in the South Waziristan 
region, a militant stronghold and 
a global training and operations 
hub for al- Qaeda. 

At least 60 of the dead were 
women and children. Most secu- 
rity analysts said the attack could 
backfire on the insurgents and lead 
more people to inform on them. 

The bombing just before 
1:15 p.m. destroyed much of the 
Mina Bazaar in Peshawar’s old town, 
a warren of narrow alleys clogged 
with stalls, shops and food sellers.

gunmen with a Kalashnikov until 
a group of guests escaped through 
the laundry room. 

It was the biggest in a series of 
attacks intended to undermine next 
month’s presidential runoff vote. 

A Taliban spokesman claimed 
responsibility for the assaults, 
which included rocket attacks at 


the presidential palace and the city’s 
main luxury hotel. The Taliban have 
warned Afghans to stay away from 
the polls or risk attacks. 

The chief of the United Nations’ 
mission in Afghanistan, Kai Eide, 
said the attack “will not deter the 
U.N. from continuing all its work” 
in the country. 

One of the dead was an Ameri- 
can, the U.S. Embassy said. 

John Christopher “Chris” Turn- 
er, a trucker from Kansas City, 
said the attackers appeared well 
organized and were able to pen- 
etrate the building, located on a 
residential street. 

Turner said 40 people were

EU Seizes Seven 
Somali Pirates 


Flotilla also searches 
for British couple who 
may be held captive 

NAIROBI, KENYA I European Union 
naval forces captured seven Soma- 
li pirates after they tried to take 
over a French fishing vessel, which 
repulsed the attack with gunfire, 
officials said Wednesday. 

The international flotilla also 
searched for a British yachting cou- 
ple thought to have been taken by 
pirates, who are holding more than 
170 hostages from at least seven 
vessels along the Somali coast. 

Relatives of the British couple 
— Paul Chandler, 59, and Rachel 
Chandler, 55 — pleaded with their 
possible captors to end the fam- 
ily’s “bad dream.” 

“If I was to give a message to 
the pirates, I’d say, 'You’ve got the 
wrong people,”’ said Jill Marsh- 
ment, the sister of Paul Chan- 
dler, Britain’s Press Association 
reported. 

Pirates in two skiffs fired on 
the French fishing boat about 350 
miles east of the Somali capital of 
Mogadishu on Tuesday, said Cmdr.

French military personnel 
aboard the trawler, the Cape Saint 
Vincent, returned fire, French 
military spokesman Rear Adm.

Cucinelli Cast as Extremist 


GOP candidate for 
Virginia AG criticized 
for views about gays 

Stephen C. Shannon, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Virginia 
attorney general, stepped up his 
effort to paint Republican oppo- 
nent State Sen. Kenneth T. Cuc- 
cinelli II as an extremist Wednes- 
day by accusing him of planning 
to discriminate against gays and 
lesbians who work in the Office 
of the Attorney General. 

In a telephone call with report- 


ers, Shannon cited comments Cuc- 
cinelli made to the editorial board 
of the Virginian-Pilot newspa- 
per of Norfolk, 
A which quoted 
the Republican 
as saying that 
homosexual acts 
are “intrinsical- 
ly wrong” and 
Cucinelli violate “natural 
law” — and that 
this view should be appropriately 
reflected in state policies. 

Cuccinelli made the remarks, 
according to the Pilot, when asked 


for his views on the state’s non- 
discrimination policy toward gays 
and lesbians. 

“I happen to think that it rep- 
resents ... behavior that is not 
healthy to an individual and in 
aggregate is not healthy to soci- 
ety,” Cuccinelli was quoted as 
saying. 

Shannon called on Cuccinel- 
li to apologize to “hardwork- 
ing Virginians;” he also called 
for Republican gubernatorial 
candidate Bob McDonnell to 
denounce Cuccinelli’s statements.

Goodell Grilled Over Head Injuries 


NFL commissioner 
doesn’t link on-field 
woes to brain disease 

FOOTBALL I NFL commissioner 
Roger Goodell would not acknowl- 
edge a connection between head 
injuries on the football field and 
later brain diseases while defend- 
ing the league’s policies on concus- 
sions before Congress. 

Under sometimes- contentious 
questioning from lawmakers — and 
suggestions about reconsidering the 


league’s lucrative antitrust exemp- 
tion — Goodell sat at a witness table 
Wednesday alongside NFL Play- 
ers Association head DeMaurice 
Smith. Both men agreed to turn 
over players’ medical records to the 
House Judiciary Committee. 

Chairman John Conyers, 
D-Mich., asked Goodell whether 
he thinks there’s an injury-disease 
link. Goodell responded that the 
NFL isn’t waiting for that debate 
to play out and is taking steps to 
make the game safer. 

“I just asked you a simple ques-

Goodell replied by saying a 
medical expert could give a bet- 
ter answer than he could. 

Maxine Waters, D-Calif., 
whose husband played in the NFL, 
asked Goodell how the league was 
addressing the welfare of retired 
players during current collective 
bargaining negotiations with the 
union. 

Goodell said that it’s a “priority 
for the owners and players to take 
better care of our retired players,” 
but Waters cut him off, demand-

TERPS FOOTBALL I The Alex Wuj- 
ciak who roams the halls of the 
Gossett Team House during the 
week looks nothing like the line- 
backer who steps on the field on 
Saturday afternoons.

He averages double digits in 
tackles — second in the ACC this 
season and best on the team for 
the second-straight year — and has 
been one of the few bright spots on 
a defense that has stmggled to keep 


opponents out of the end zone. 

Maryland (2-6, 1-3 in the 
ACC) is allowing an ACC-worst 
31.6 points per game and has lost 
three-straight games entering the 
bye week. “I feel bad for the fans,” 
Wujciak said. “Let them know 
we’re going to keep fighting.” 

The Terrapins enter the bye week 
still smarting from a loss to peren- 
nial ACC doormat Duke and facing 
the possibility that things might not 
get better during the remainingfour 
games: road games against North 
Carolina State and Florida State, 
and home games against Virginia 
Tech and Boston College. 

In times like these, Friedgen 
said, he’s thankful for a player like 
Wujciak, who he calls “inspiration- 
al.” “He’s kind of a throwback,” the 
coach said.

Award-winning video art- 
ist and writer Joan Braderman 
chronicles the feminist influence 
in art and life in her latest film, 
“The Heretics,” an insider’s look 
into the New York artists’ collec- 
tive that produced “Heresies: A 
Feminist Publication on Art and 
Politics” in the mid-1970s. Begin- 
ning with Braderman’s transition 
from aspiring filmmaker to col- 
lective co-founder, the film tracks 
the group’s response to the trans- 
formative social changes brought 
about by the civil rights movement 
and second-wave feminism. 

A Washington, D.C., native, 
Braderman is currently a profes- 
sor of media arts at Hampshire 
College in Amherst, Mass. She 
will appear Friday at American 
University’s Katzen Arts Center 
to show and discuss the film. 

Is “The Heretics” purely autobio- 
graphical? 

No. I use the narrative format as a 
kind of framing device because I 
think it’s easier to get into a movie 
when you have somebody to iden- 
tify with. It’s really about the sec- 
ond wave and one of its greatest 
successes: the impact on the way 
art is made today. 

How did second-wave feminism 
change the way art is made? 

Women, through sheer num- 
ber and force, began finding 
the strength and the capacity to

express their views of life — and 
their very unique experiences of 
life that the second wave brought 
about — which forced the art world 
to become much more multilay- 
ered. It also allowed many more 
forms of art to eventually become 
accepted; things like performance 
art and installation, which have 
lots of voices instead of a single 
voice like that of a great painter 
or a great sculptor. 

At that time, the Western art 
world had become dominated by 
these kind of isms and paradigms 
of what was good art and what 
wasn’t — much of which was not 
very in touch with what people 
understood or cared about. And 
when women started making 
art in large numbers, they were 
expressing experiences that just 
couldn’t get summed up in a color 
field painting or a big pile of rocks 
or one brick, like conceptual art or 
minimalism. 

So, women weren’t necessari- 
ly injecting a feminist viewpoint 
into the art world, just engaging 
that world more? 


Yeah. Lots of women were 
demanding the right to be heard 
and becoming each other’s living 
audiences. The whole field got 
reactivated. It took a large body of 
women to awaken new possibili- 
ties in art and demand the space 
to show that art in. 

Why did you want to make “The 
Heretics”? 

I wanted to show a large group of 
women who were funny and sexy 
and smart ... and excited about 
their work. Plus, I want people to 
come away with a different idea of 
what a feminist was rather than 


what has been taught the next gen- 
eration by the dominant media, 
which pictures us as having been 
these strident, hairy, doggy girls. 

In my experience, the second 
wave was filled with as many kinds 
of women as there are women. That 
was also the moment for collectives 
— and one profoundly shaped by 
the bravery and path-breaking 
efforts of African-Americans and 
civil rights workers. When they 
had the courage to say that they 
counted, it seemed like maybe we 
counted, too. 

What do you make of post-’80s 


third-wave feminism, which is 
more individualistic? 

Feminism is a movement that 
comes back in cycles every cou- 
ple of generations. ... I see it as a 
continuing process; a long story of 
women fighting for equality. I’ve 
been teaching for 31 years now 
and when the riot grrrls came 
along, I was delighted to see them, 
I must say. 

Every period has its own voice; 
different kinds of women standing 
up for themselves. Whether danc- 
ing or at the barricades, I’m for it!

Rise of the Machines 


In ‘Adding Machine/ 
murder is a weapon 
against technology 

STAGE | The numbers in “Adding 
Machine: A Musical,” by Josh- 
ua Schmidt and Jason Loewith, 
aren’t the kind likely to become 
breakaway hits or even stick in 
your head. 

Certainly not “The Party,” in 
which a group of neighbors dis- 
plays unusual facility with racial 
epithets. Or “Zero’s Confession,” 
in which the musical’s lead char- 
acter unleashes the inner tur- 
moil, then rage, that spurs him 


to violence. 

But Studio Theatre 2nd Stage’s 
production (directed by Loewith) 
of the darkly comedic update of a 
1923 play features bravura perfor- 
mances from its actors, who are 
tasked with playing some truly 
despicable people. 

The misogynistic Mr. Zero 
(David Benoit), fed up with his 
nagging and nattering wife 
(Joanne Schmoll), heads to his 
monotonous accounting job on 
his 25th anniversary at the com- 
pany, expecting to be promoted to 
the front office. Instead, the Boss 
(Dan Via) blithely informs him of 
his termination. His replacement:

an adding machine. 

Zero snaps, murders the boss 
and lands on death row, where he 
meets Shrdlu (Stephen Gregory 
Smith), a cherubic religious zealot 
and fellow murderer. “The Gospel 
According to Shrdlu” marks the 
musical’s most engaging moment, 
between Smith’s performance and 
Loewith’s clever set direction. 

Ultimately, the show is about 
Zero and his “journey,” and Benoit 
proves an immensely talented and 
imposing figure. He leads a cast of 
skilled actors who add depth even 
when they’re in the background; 
it’s one of those shows where it 
pays to watch the whole stage.

When hip-hop party 
band Cypress Hill 
performs live, it sure 
does light up a joint 

MUSIC I Cypress Hill would reg- 
ularly perform on Halloween at 
the 9:30 Club. And why not? If 
the haunted holiday ever had its 
own theme song, Cypress’ Sen Dog 
thinks it should be the band’s 1993’ 
mega-hit, “Insane in the Brain.” 

“That should be played all day 
on Halloween,” said Sen. “C’mon. 
It’s the one day you can dress up 
and act like a freak if you want.” 

The band is best known for its 
slow-rolling drum-and-bass loops 
and funky-stark grooves that have 
an eerily stoned feel. Cypress uses 
spooky effects, such as the sound 
of pouring raindrops, which go 
well with the band’s gloomy album 
titles — “Black Sunday,” “Temples 
of Boom,” “Skull & Bones” — and 
their talk of paranoia, insanity, 
fearing the reaper, etc. And while 


dark themes rule on Halloween, 
Cypress Hill can also rock hard 
on tracks featuring high-energy, 
rapid-fire rock riffs. 

Cypress Hill is notorious for its 
live shows — stunts such as having 
a gigantic inflated Buddha doll as 
a stage prop and the band’s percus- 
sionist Eric Bobo smoking out of 
an 8 -foot-tall bong (dubbed King 
Arthur). Its lyrics deal with paro- 
died versions of the violent street 
life of Cypress Avenue in South 
Gate, East Los Angeles, and, of 
course, the trio’s obsessive advo- 
cacy for legalizing marijuana. 

Their vocals are just as eccen- 
tric with lead lyricist B -Real’s 
(Louis Freese) exaggeratedly 
nasal high-pitched whine, and 
Sen’s (Senen Reyes) mostly shout- 
ing his equally exaggerated deep 
booming “psycho beta tone” raps. 
The genesis of the polar opposite 
vocals came when the two were 
working on a demo. 

While the band’s style and 
beats were well received, some 


weren’t thrilled with B-Real’s nor- 
mal voice. 

“My voice didn’t cut through 
the music like it should; it sounded 
average, nothing distinct about it,” 
said B-Real. “I was asked to change 
it up, so I locked into that nasal

vocal tone and Sen created the 
‘whoo-whoo’ deep tones to comple- 
ment mine. It was kinda like Pub- 
lic Enemy, but inside out.” 

Indeed. Public Enemy’s lead 
vocals come from the deep-voiced 
and physically imposing Chuck D, 
while Flava Flav sports giant sun- 
glasses and a clock, and serves as 
comic foil. With Cypress, despite

his high-pitched vocals, B-Real 
serves as the aggressor backing 
up the violent themes. 

“That’s the dark humor about 
it,” said B-Real, laughing. “I sound 
like a squirt trying to talk big. I 
think people trip out of it, because 
you have this crazy-ass voice talk- 
ing some crazy-ass stuff. I think it 
was [an expletive] for people, but 
in a good way.” 

Cypress’ self-titled debut 1991 
album had the bass-heavy, violent- 
filled “Hand on the Pump” and 
“How I Could Just Kill a Man,” 
but it was the track “Hole in the 
Head” that featured the verse that 
would later become the chorus for 
“Insane.” DJ Muggs (Lawrence 
Muggerud), whose production 
work was instrumental to the 
band’s success, found inspiration in 
the title phrase and came up with 
the track’s hypnotic beat. 

“When I heard Muggs’ beat, I 
was like, Wow, this stuff is crazy,”’ 
said B-Real. “It’s like a magnet, a 
bounce — you go to the show and 
we could just picture everybody 
jumping, mosh-pitting, stage- 
diving.” 

And that’s just what the fans 


did, transcending Cypress Hill 
from buzz-worthy rappers to 
breakout superstars with the 
track and critically claimed 1993 
album “Black Sunday.” The album 
was loaded with odes to ganja and 
sprinkled with rock elements, ini- 
tiating a strong following among 
rock audiences.

“The imagery of our work has 
always been dark and mysterious 
like metal albums, and our attitude 
was real non-give- [an expletive] - 
ish like punk rock,” said B-Real. 
“Our music was hip-hop at the 
base, though. After Run-DMC, 
we were the band in the forefront 
of making the hip-hop and metal 
connection.” 

The trio’s work in the hip-hop 
world alone has earned them the 
VHl Hip-Hop Honors in 2008, 
the first for a Latin rap group. 
They’ve also become the first Latin 
rap group to have platinum and 
multi-platinum albums. 

“At the end of the day, we want 
to leave a strong legacy, and peo- 
ple can say Cypress was a kick-ass 
band,” said Sen. 

Like its 2000 hit “(Rock) Super- 
star,” the band continues to tour 
and party like rock stars, and its 
new album, “Rise Up” — the first 
in five years — is set to be released 
shortly. But after having sold 
more than 20 million records and 
approaching 20 years in the game, 
a rarity in hip-hop, how much lon- 
ger can Cypress go? 

“People used to call us the 
Grateful Dead of hip-hop,” said 
B-Real. “In about 10 years, they’re 
going to call us the Rolling Stones

Still, he insists that these col- 
laborations don’t reflect a conscious 
effort: “I never had a big plan for 
my career.

Chesnutt continues to flit

Described by Chesnutt as a 
“hallucinated memoir,” the latter 
ponders family, loss and inspira-

“At the Cut” is also a rarity 
in Chesnutt ’s catalog — a sec- 
ond record with the same group. 
When they recorded “North Star 
Deserter,” “I didn’t know any of 
those people except for Guy,” he 
says. “But we went on tour together 
and got to know each other, and we 
knew that we had to make another 
album together. We felt like a band 
instead of an art project.” 

But Chesnutt notes a huge dif- 
ference between the band onstage 
and the band live. “The record, 
where powerful, really doesn’t do 
the band justice,” he says, in obvi- 
ous awe. “Holy moly; this is the 
most powerful band that there 
can be.”

Traffic co-founder 
Dave Mason tunes 
up for a new tour 

MUSIC I Dave Mason maybe one 
of classic rock’s unsung heroes. 
As a teenager in the 1960s, he co- 
founded Traffic with Steve Win- 
wood and recorded with Jimi 
Hendrix, the Stones and George 
Harrison. In the ’70s, he scored 
a handful of hits as a solo artist, 
and two decades later, he joined 
Fleetwood Mac. 

“I was fortunate to be around 
and get next to some significant 
people,” the guitarist says of his 
career. “It was a learning expe- 
rience.” 

Despite an impressive resume, 
Mason says it has become difficult 
for older musicians to get materi- 
al out to new fans. “In the media, 
they’re not exactly clambering for 
63-year-old Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame guys, no matter how good 
the music is,” he explains. 

“For an artist like me — a clas- 
sic artist performing at his peak — 
there’s not a lot of ways to let people 
know you’ve got something new out

there, which is unfortunate.” 

Mason’s something new is “26 
Letters and 12 Notes,” his first 
album of new material in more 
than 20 years. The collection spans 
an impressive range of styles, fea- 
tures guests like Willie Nelson and 
Sheila E, and showcases his inven- 
tive yet restrained guitar work. 

Interest from a friend’s label in 
Chicago led to a release in 2008 
and strong reviews for his come- 
back, as well as a lengthy tour to 
showcase the new material along- 
side old favorites. At his shows, 
Mason says, “there’s no flash. It’s 
just straight-ahead good music. I 
just try to send people out of the 
theater in a better mood than they 
were in before.” Stephen m. deusner

Drinks Chilled 
— Or Chilling? 


Boost your Halloween 
bash with devilish 
drinks, or hit the town 
for creepy quaffing 

SHIVERS I Creative costume? 
Check. Fake cobwebs and bowls 
of candy? Check and check. Hal- 
loween cocktails for your big bash? 
You might need some help with 
that. Area restaurants and bars are 
offering Halloween and fall cock- 
tails, and some local mixologists 
have advice on how to make cool 
Halloween drinks at home. 

TENPENH has the most elaborate 
Halloween cocktails, as Brennan 
Adams has three special drinks 
— the Jack O’Lantern (a persim- 
mon cocktail served in a pumpkin 
filled with dry ice), Candy Corn (it 
doesn’t taste like the ubiquitous 
treat but is made with sake and 
orange, and layered to look like the 
waxy little bites) and Candy Apple 
(spiced apple cider with a stick of 


cotton candy). The $10 cocktails 
are available through Saturday. 

“When you go towards fall, 
with heavier foods come brown 
liquors, like scotch, bourbon and 
dark rums,” Adams said, adding 
that herbs and spices are popular 
for fall beverages. “I take a cook- 
ing approach to cocktails and go 
for balance. ... I also use blood 
oranges, which go well with brown 
liquors.” 

At EATBAR, you can find drinks 
such as the Poisoned Apple, made 
with vodka and Apple Pucker, and 
a Pop Rocks-lined rim. Bar manag- 
er Genevieve Ahrens advises keep- 
ing things simple at home. 

“I try to use whatever is in sea- 
son, local and available,” she said. 
“I have a bourbon that I infuse 
with apples and pears, and I put 
the fruit into the bourbon and let it 
sit for seven to 10 days, then serve 
it on the rocks.” 

Ahrens says “incorporating 
candy is fun for Halloween.” 


“Make a sweet-tart martini, 
where you use a flavored vodka 
and drop a SweeTart in the bot- 
tom. It fizzes up and is really pret- 
ty,” she said. “Pop Rocks make the 
party. Take lemon or lime and run 
it around the rim. ... It makes a pop 
in your mouth when you drink.” 

At DINO, look for fall flavors 
such as spiced Chianti fizz and a 
ginger-pear sidecar. Scott Palmer, 
who mans the bar at the North- 
west restaurant, said there are 
easy ways to make seasonal drinks 
at home. 

“Add freshly grated ginger, or 
pie spices to favorite cocktails,” 
he advised. “Replace Triple Sec 
in favorites with a spicy spirit 
like Domaine de Canton Ginger 
liqueur or, if you can find it, Velvet 
Falernum, which is a rum-based 
liqueur laced with cloves. A mar- 
garita can skew fall just by remov- 
ing the Triple Sec and swapping 
the Canton in.” 

VERMILION’s Laura Seeker cre- 
ated cocktails such as a birthday 
cake martini to coincide with its 
“Alice in Wonderland”-themed 
Halloween party. 

“It’s fun to have a theme for a 
party and think about the num- 
ber of people you’re catering to,” 
she said. “Since you won’t want to 
spend all evening making cock- 
tails, think about having a punch 
and naming it after your theme.” 

Also look for fall cocktails at 
BOURBON STEAK (bourbon and 
cinnamon), CENTRAL (pear cognac 
and champagne) andTRUMMER’S 
ON MAIN (hot spiced sangria). At 
CO CO. SALA, there’s the Wild Win- 
ter, with Wild Turkey, apple cider 
infused with spices and praline 
pecan liquor, with a salted cara- 
mel rim.

Sexy new two-in-one 
craft beer hot spots 
are ready to expose 
the heavy side of suds 

NO BELCHING I Neighborhood Res- 
taurant Group co-owner Michael 
Babin believed that Washing- 
tonians needed more places to 
sample the ever-growing array 
of craft beers, without any more 
ubiquitous flat-screen TVs, dingy 
lighting, chicken fingers or frites. 
So he and his partners dreamed 
up such a place — a pair of them, 
actually. 

This new, two-part endeavor 
opened last week in the former 
Dakota Cowgirl space in Logan 
Circle. The ground floor houses 
the fine-dining Birch & Barley 
(exposed brick, bamboo floors, 
earthy hues), while the upstairs 
offers a hip bar and lounge, 
ChurchKey (D.C.’s longest bar, 
decadent accents). Both floors will 
feature executive chef Kyle Bailey’s 
contemporary American cuisine 
and beer director Greg Engert’s 
formidable beer list: 500 bottled 
brews, 50 drafts and five cask- 
conditioned ales. 

The project is novel in several 
ways. It is NRG’s first foray into 
the District, after its many suc- 
cesses in Northern Virginia with 
eateries like Tallula, Evening Star 
and Rustico. It also marks the first 
time that foie gras- stuffed tater 
tots, the rare Founders Canadi- 
an Breakfast Stout and chande- 
lier sconces have come together 
under one roof in the city. 

“We’re excited about it,” says 
Babin. “I think that people who 
care about and love beer have 
largely felt, and justly so, that they 
are treated as second-class citizens 
in the food world, and, really, that’s 
one way to summarize what this 
place is all about; it’s really just to 
level the playing field. We’ve seen 
at [the brew- centric] Rustico that 
beer is not just for frat parties. It’s

a serious beverage, and people that 
both drink and produce it take it 
very seriously.” 

That Babin and Engert treat 
the hoppy beverage with the 
utmost respect becomes appar- 
ent very quickly at Birch & Barley/ 
ChurchKey. Gorgeous copper pipes 
gleam above the taps on the main 
level — the veins through which 
the building pumps its sudsy sub- 
stance. The bars are stocked with 
the numerous types of glassware 
necessary to appropriately show- 
case various beer styles, and the 
second floor’s multiple “tempera- 
ture zones” for brew storage help 


ensure that customers get the best 
flavor experience. 

Meanwhile, in the kitchen, chef 
Bailey is doing his part to highlight 
the lupulin-heavy liquids. He says 
he’s “cooking with beer in mind” 
as he plates up dishes that empha- 
size local, seasonal and home- 
made ingredients — things like 
mac and cheese sticks, and crispy 
wild striped bass with fennel and 
artichoke ragu. 

He and his wife, pastry chef 
Tiffany Maclsaac, were thrilled 
to take their prior food-and-bev- 
erage-pairing experience (New 
York’s Allen & Delancey, Cru) into 
the beer world; they make their 
own home brew and have a great 
appreciation for the stuff. “Peo- 
ple have been making beer since 
before Jesus,” says Bailey. “They’ve 
had a lot of time to make it great. 
We have all this delicious beer to 
pair with food.” 

And, of course, since Babin 
knows all too well what it feels 
like to be shut out of a restau- 
rant’s offerings, Birch & Barley/ 
ChurchKey also boasts a wine list 
and a classic cocktail program.

Fermentation 101: 
Better Beer by You 


Local home brewers 
mix it up in hopes 
of creating the next 
best taste in beer 

CHEMISTRY I The world of home 
brewing has never been dull, 
but these days, it’s bubbling over 
with excitement. With the rise 
of interest in fine, artisanal and 
historic brews, area home brew- 
ers are turning their kitchens into 
laboratories, experimenting with 
ingredients, styles and chemical 
reactions. 

The craft has gone from hob- 
byists tinkering in their garages 
with Internet-bought kits to home 
artisans brewing award-winning 
concoctions that combine passions 
for science, history and a really 
good beer. 

Last week, the D.C. Homebrew- 
ers Club held an “Iron Mug” com- 
petition — basically, an “Iron Chef’ 
for beer. The secret ingredients were

white-wine concentrate and wood- 
ruff, a flavor substitute for hops. 
The winners, JT Thomas and Will 
Kohudic, both 40, made an inno- 
vative version of Berliner Weisse, a 
sour wheat beer whose recipe dates 
back to 16th-century Berlin. 

Thomas knew this beer would 
be perfect for the competiton 
because recipes often use wood- 
ruff syrup to curb the tartness 
of the sour mash (the fermented 
product of mashed grain that’s 
been acidulated). Instead of using 
the sour mash, though, he and 
Kohudic used lactic acid, which 
not only adds sourness but also 
regulates temperature. Mmmm, 


beer science! 

Another member of the Home- 
brewers Club, Martin Doczkat, 
has been working on a medici- 
nal brew. Doczkat, a 28-year-old 
electrical engineer, developed a 
recipe for what he calls an “anti- 
hangover elixir.” 

Brewmaster Ernesto Igot of 
the Clipper City Brewery in Balti- 
more encourages experimentation, 
especially for homebrewers with 
professional aspirations. A chemi- 
cal engineer, Igot understands the 
role science plays in beer-making. 
In his home country, the Phillip - 
pines, all brewers are required to 
be chemical engineers. 

“But here in the U.S., anybody 
can be a head brewer,” he says. Well, 
anybody who can make beer that 
tastes good. 

“In this industry, the competi- 
tive edge is the quality. If you really 
make good beer, people will buy 
it. So, even if there are hundreds 
of brands in the markets, you will 
have return customers.”

Director Chris Weitz

Q&A I The director of “American 
Pie” and “About a Boy” wasn’t the 
obvious choice to take on “The 
Twilight Saga: New Moon,” the 
second book in Stephenie Meyer’s 
blockbuster teen vampire romance 
series. But Chris Weitz, who also 
writes and produces, sometimes 
with his brother Paul, did a fantasy 
adaptation in 2007’s “The Golden 
Compass” and felt a connection to 
the material. On Nov. 20, “Twi- 
light” fans will determine whether 
he was up to the task. 

Why did you want to do a 
“Twilight” movie? 

The tonality of the movie, which 
has a lot to do with heartbreak and 
longing, depression and reunion 
and ecstasy — these were emotions 
that struck a chord in me. I really 
loved the cast; Kristen (Stewart) 
and Rob (Pattinson) both are 
exceptionally talented. 

And adding another genre of film 
to your resume? 

It gets a bit boring to be in a partic- 
ular zone. I like the idea of switch- 
ing genres and different types of 
stories to keep things interesting. 
But it might be the way to become 
unmemorable as a director, I sup- 
pose. There aren’t that many dil- 
ettante directors who get remem- 
bered. John Ford did all kinds of 


movies, but he gets remembered 
for one particular kind. 

How much did you interact with 
Stephenie Meyer? 

A lot; we’ve had a real good collab- 
oration. We had some discussions 
that were very important — my 
convincing her that I didn’t want 
to take her baby and run away with 
it, or tell a story that was counter 
to the spirit of what she was try- 
ing to tell. 

How much do you interact with the 
Twi-hards? 

Quite a bit. I don’t have an online,

direct relation with the fans; I was 
too busy making the movie. But I 
sort of feel as though every bit of 
footage I get out is speaking to the 
fans in a way. I’ve only addressed 
the fans directly twice: At the very 
beginning, when I said, “Don’t 
worry: I’m going to take care of 


this book,” and then to address 
an insane rumor that all the Vol- 
turi were naked in their introduc- 
tory scene. 

Is it true you have an offer to 
direct the fourth “Twilight” 
movie?

rial newly relevant. Perhaps not 
surprisingly, her tour through 
her nearly four-decade catalog 
succeeds best when she mixes 
things up the most. 

The opening reading of “The 
Right Thing to Do” is pleasant 
but seems eerily close to what the 
song might have sounded like in 
the hands of her ex, James Tay- 
lor — the presence here of their 


musician son, Ben, could have 
something to do with that. Things 
pick up, however, with the vin- 
tage R&B groove of “It Happens 
Every Day” then deepen with a 
sophisticated treatment of “Boys 
in the Trees.” 

“You’re So Vain” turns wistful 
rather than spiteful, while “You 
Belong to Me” is given a sultry 
Latin jazz arrangement, possibly 
an outgrowth of her Brazilian- 


tinged 2008 album “This Kind of 
Love.” “That’s the Way I’ve Always 
Heard It Should Be” is more mel- 
ancholy than when she released it 
in 1971, thanks to simple finger- 
picked guitar backing sweetened 
with strings and flutes. 

What Simon does here is flip 
through the musical photo album 
and talk honestly about what place 
those old memories hold in her life
